REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
IMPROVEMENTS IN PROBATE 
PROCEDURES: 

As a result of the work of this 
Committee, the following recom- 
mendations for legislation are pre- 
sented for action: 

1. Waiver of Notice on Finul 
Settlement in Intestate Estates. If 
a determination of heirship is ob- 
tained under Section 30-1709 et 
seq., R. R. S. Nebraska 1943, Re- 
issue of 1956, then with an amend- 
ment to 30-1415, R. R. S. Nebraska 
1943, Reissue of 1956, the heirs, in 
an intestate proceeding, could 
waive the final notice and the ac- 
count could be settled and a Final 
Decree entered, the same as in 
Testate Estates. 

2. To Make Permissive the Stat- 
ute Requiring the County Judge 
to File a Certified Copy of the De- 
cree in Counties in Which There is 
Located Real Estate. By the sub- 
stitution of the word “may” for the 
word “shall” in the fifth line from 
the bottom of Section 30-1302, R. 
R. S. Nebraska 1943, Reissue of 
1956, and by the deletion of the 
words “by the County Judge” in 
the fifth and sixth lines from the 
bottom of the same statute and by 
placing a period after the word 
“situated” in the third line from 
the bottom, and deleting. the bal- 
ance of the verbage from the stat- 
ute, there would be removed from 
the County Judge the burden of 
filing a copy of the Decree in the 
various counties in which there is 


located real estate, but would leave 
open the procedure whereby any- 
one who desired might file a certi- 
fied copy of the Decree, providing 
they pay the costs of the filing. 

3. Making Permissive the Pres- 
ent Requirement of Published No- 
tice Under the Uniform Fiduciaries 
Accounting Act. Since there is 
some question as to whether or not 
it is now necessary to have a pub- 
lished notice when for example, a 
guardian makes his final account- 
ing when his ward reaches the age 
of twenty-one, because of the ex- 
istence of 24-610, R. S. Supp. 1959 
said section should be amended by 
substituting in place of the word 
“shall” in the second line the word 
“may”, thus leaving it discretion- 
ary with the Court as to the man- 
ner of notice. 

4. Procedure for Handling of 
Claims in a Guardianship. This 
subject was one that the Commit- 
tee felt needed extensive study be- 
fore any concrete recommendations 
could be given for legislation. The 
Committee, therefore, recommends 
that this subject receive further 
attention in the future. 

5. Endorsement of Action Tak- 
en by Judicial Council Regarding 
the Amendment of 30-217, R. R. S. 
Nebraska 1943, Reissue of 1956. 
The Committee, after being in- 
formed that there is a problem 
concerning 30-217, endorsed the ac- 
tion taken by the judicial council 
and hereby recommends the adop- 
tion of legislation as proposed by 
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the judicial council so that foreign 

Wills which have not previously 

been allowed to probate in an- 

other state may be admitted to 

probate in Nebraska.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
WILL DRAFTING 

This committee was recently ap- 
pointed for the purpose of out- 
lining a program of needed re- 
search in the area of will drafting 
and to recommend forms that may 
be useful to the Bar in this field. 
The committee makes the follow- 
ing recommendations for the com- 
ing year: 

1. Current literature and the 
thinking of the Revenue Depart- 
ment offiicals indicates that litiga- 
tion may be forthcoming with re- 
spect to some types of marital de- 
duction bequest clauses now in 
use. It is therefore recommended 
that the committee’s attention first 
be directed to a study of this prob- 
lem and that if, after study, it ap- 
pears desirable, a model form or 
forms be recommended. 

2. That the committee address 
itself to the preparation of model 
clauses relating to the appoint- 
ment of executors and trustees, 
and their successors, and the pow- 
ers of executors and trustees. 

3. Realizing that there are cer- 
tain evils existing in the indiscrim- 
inate use of model forms, that 


study be given to the desirability 
of having model forms for wills 
or specific clauses thereof. 

4. That members of this asso- 
ciation be invited to submit to the 
committee an indication of areas 
which need further study and in 
which model forms are desirable. 

5. That this committee be ex- 
panded to five members for the 
coming year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
INHERITANCE TAXATION 
Several county judges and a 

number of lawyers were contacted 
as to possible suggestions for the 
improvement of the present Ne- 
braska Inheritance Tax law, with 
the idea that these suggestions 
would be transmitted to the Com- 
mittee on Legislation for the Ne- 
braska State Bar Association. 

It was the consensus of the per- 
sons contacted and of this com- 
mittee that there are no real de- 
fects at the present time and that 
it might be unwise to tamper with 
the present laws in the Legisla- 
ture. 

Your chairman also served in his 
capacity as chairman of this com- 
mittee, on a panel presentation be- 
fore the Nebraska Association of 
County Judges on Determination 
of Inheritance Tax procedure. 

The panel held a meeting in 
Wahoo on September 14 and 


worked on a draft of the proposed 
procedure, which was then pre- 
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sented to the County Judges’ As- 
sociation on October 5, 1960. The 
Nebraska Association of County 
Judges voted to have this material 
mimeographed and sent to all of 
the county judges and lawyers in 
the state. 

It is strongly recommended by 
this committee that close liaison be 
maintained between the real es- 
tate, probate and trust section of 
the Nebraska State Bar Associa- 
tion and the Nebraska Association 


of County Judges. The view was 
expressed at the meeting on Oc- 
tober 5, 1960 by the county judges 
that they would very much wel- 
come such cooperation.

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A PROPOSAL TO ABOLISH EXEMPLARY, 
PUNITIVE AND VINDICTIVE DAMAGES

The right of a plaintiff to col- 
lect, in addition to his actual com- 
pensatory damages, an additional 
amount as exemplary damages is 
questioned in some jurisdictions. 
It seems unfortunate that in a ma- 
jority of the states the right to 
such damages is approved, and the 
theory on which such damages are 
allowed is rarely questioned. The 
right to such damages arose orig- 
inally when penal laws were the 
subject of enforcement by indi- 
viduals, and such actions as qui 
tam’ were in full vogue. As the 
authority of public officials be- 
came extended the private enforce- 
ment of penal laws, or some of 
them, were taken from private in- 
dividuals. That should have been 
the end of the allowance of large 
sums as exemplary or punitive 
damages far beyond the amounts 
allowed for actual compensation. 
In the light of the recent ‘paola’ 
scandals is it not necessary to view 
this rule again, and to determine 
whether now these damages should 
not be abolished, or if that would 
not seem feasible, to establish 
clearly the few actions in which 
they might be retained? One who 
benefits from a government error 
in a check or in a government 
bond, for amounts larger than were 
proper, are not entitled to any ill- 
gotten gains; and if there is re- 
sistance of any kind they are in 
custody. The farmer who would 


cash a check erroneously issued to 
him for an amount beyond his 
proper loan would find the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation breathing 
down his neck and he would settle 
up without the necessity of any 
legal action. The policyholder 
who gets a $2,000 policy for the 
$1,000 rate or one who gets an 
annuity for 100 times greater than 
he has purchased, both due to 
errors in writing up the policies, 
is not being harmed when his con- 
tract is reformed and he is de- 
creed to receive what he asked for 
and what he paid for. But, inso- 
far as exemplary damages are con- 
cerned, there is a Robin Hood atti- 
tude on the part of courts and 
juries that should be discarded. 
There is a long line of cases 
holding that a plaintiff may not 
benefit by ‘unjust enrichment’.’ 
That doctrine or principle prohibits 
one from profiting at the expense 
of another.” While it has been 
applied probably more frequently 
in equity cases, nevertheless it 


‘appears in law cases without any 


particular distinction. But, with 
the allowance of exemplary, puni- 
tive or vindictive damages, the 
worst phases of ‘unjust enrich- 
ment’ seem to arise, with not only 
the approval of, but with the 
blessings of, the law. In many of 
the cases reviewed courts seem tv 
award blue ribbons and substan- 
tial damages for schemes that 
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should make men blush.‘ 

It goes without argument that 
litigants are entitled to just com- 
pensation for any injuries suffered. 
But, in the average case a plaintiff 
should not be entitled to anything 
more. Some statutes now provide 
an award to a plaintiff for his 
attorney’s fee in the event he is 
victorious, and there are some stat- 
utory provisions whereby a pen- 
alty may be added to actual dam- 
ages. It is well known that in 
tort cases juries will often con- 
sider the cost of the litigation in 
arriving at the amount of a ver- 
dict. This is a fact even though 
no evidence may be received as to 
what such litigation cost may be 
and the court has given no instruc- 
tion to that effect. However, such 
excess would be discernable on a 
breach of contract case as the 
amount of actual damages would 
be readily ascertained, and unless 
there were appropriate pleadings 
and evidence as to exemplary dam- 
ages the difference would be noted. 

Exemplary, punitive or vindic- 
tive damages (usually considered 
synonyms) are regarded as dam- 
ages awarded as a deterrent or an 
example and not as compensation 
for the wrong.’ The term ‘vindic- 
tive’ is not used in recent cases, 
and yet it does seem to indicate the 
nature of the damages. The 
award for such damages usually 
rests within the discretion of the 
jury or the court when the latter is 
the trier of the facts. In other 
words, a reviewing court may not 
upset the finding. Such damages 
are sometimes called ‘smart money’ 


and the amount awarded may ex- 
press the indignation of the jury 
at the particular wrongs developed 
in the case. Here again we see 
that ‘smart money’ carries out the 
theme of ‘vindictive’. Other courts 
have indicated that such damages 
are not to be considered as penal 
damages, but as awards for the 
aggravation caused the plaintiff by 
the defendant’s wanton and reck- 
less acts.” Other courts have in- 
dicated the award is to admonish 
the defendant not to continue or 
repeat his wrongful acts. This 
warning may also be intended to 
impress other persons,—the gen- 
eral public, as an indication as to 
what may happen in future litiga- 
tion.’ 

The fact that the verdict of a 
jury may not be set aside looms 
large in a plea for the abolishment 
of these damages.” With no yard- 
stick to measure them, it seems 
disturbing to read the many cases 
in which allowances for extremely 
large sums have been made. It 
may also be noted that juries keep 
abreast of the times, and make 
their awards meet inflationary 
periods. 

The allowance of such damages 
has been criticized and opposed by 
some authorities." However, the 
majority of states, and certainly 
the overwhelming majority of 
cases, approve such awards."" 

Exemplary damages may not be 
a favorite of the law "' as it has 
been said, but many courts seem to 
relish the penalty imposed on a 
defendant. The fact that the al- 
lowance of such damages and the 
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amount fixed is quite discretion- 
ary with the jury is indicative of a 
reckless delegation of authority. 
Quite a few reviewing courts (evi- 
dently with tongue in cheek) seem 
to indulge in the cliche that a 
jury’s verdict may not be the re- 
sult of a whim or prejudice and 
that mere execessiveness will not 
render a_ verdict vulnerable.” 
Courts will not, as a usual rule, 
review the evidence to determine 
if the award is proper or the 
amount excessive. '* 

Some courts have indicated that 
such an award will not be al- 
lowed for mere failure to pay a 
debt, but when a $42. actual dam- 
age is basis for $1,000 punitive 
damages or $7.50 actual damage 
will justify $100 punitive damage 
there would seem to be something 
woefully wrong. Then there are 
the one cent actual damage ver- 
dicts with $500. exemplary dam- 
ages'® and the one dollar actual 
damage verdicts with $5,000 for 
‘smart money’.'" These cases are 
not unusual. 

In South Carolina the courts 
seem to have gone all out on ex- 
emplary or punitive damages. In 
fact, the term used regularly is 
‘punitive damages’ and that is ex- 
actly what they seem to be. Thir- 
teen cases taken at random, from 
recent reports of the Supreme 
Court of South Carolina, show a 
total of $5,492.75 actual damages 
awarded and a total of $11,915 
punitive damages in the same 
cases. This gives a plaintiff, on 
the average, twice as much money 
in punitive damages as he may 


have for his actual damages. - $48 
actual damage supported $1,475 
punitive damage; $77.50 actual 
damage supported $490 punitive 
damage, $174 actual damage sup- 
ported $500 in punitive damage; 
$160 actual damage with $750 puni- 
tive damage and $42 actual dam- 
age provided $1,000 punitive dam- 
age. One can conjecture with 
what speed a defendant’s attor- 
ney will settle a case where there 
is a plea for punitive damages, and 
how much injustice may be meted 
out by such a practice. To be 
sure, in South Carolina, punitive 
damages are to be awarded only 
when an element of fraud enters 
into the case, but it is also solely 
the function of the jury (which 
will not be reviewed) to determine 
the fraud,—and thus the reviewing 
court claims its hands are tied. In 
fact, in one case where $160 ac- 
tual damages were allowed and 
$750 punitive damages were allow- 
ed the Supreme Court of South 
Carolina would not reverse nor 
enter a remittitur, notwithstand- 
ing the trial court held the puni- 
tive damages were based on ¢a- 
price, bias and prejudice.” 

The case of Van Lom v. Schneid- 
erman, 187 Ore. 89, 210 Pac. 2d 
461, 11 A. L. R. 2d 1195 (1949) is 
clear cut as to how effective the 
plea for exemplary or punitive 
damages may become. In this case 
an award of $5,000 was made for 
compensatory damages and an ad- 
ditional award of $5,000 for puni- 
tive damages. A review of the 
case, which undoubtedly pre- 
sented the most favorable aspect 
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for the plaintiff, indicates that the 
jury was most liberal with its as- 
sessment for even the compensa- 
tory damages. The $5,000 addi- 
tional appears to have been a com- 
plete abuse of the jury’s preroga- 
tives. The Supreme Court of Ore- 
gon held that it was forbidden to 
re-examine the facts and that they 
had no authority to set aside the 
verdict because it might be ex- 
cessive. The State Constitution 
was held to specifically forbid such 
an exercise of authority. 

One cent actual or $300 punitive 
damages have been upheld in Mis- 
souri * and $1 actual and $5,000 
for ‘smart money’ was adjusted so 
that the judgment finally was 
$1,218.76°—New York. Other 
cases, indicating the jurisdictions 
that approve such damages are 
District of Columbia* and Massa- 
chusetts” as well as Oklahoma.” 

With other states, Nebraska has 
rejected the allowance of exemp- 
lary or punitive damages. In fact, 
in a very recent case” the Su- 
preme Court of Nebraska stated 
that such damages were not al- 
lowed in Nebraska and further 
stated that a treble damage action, 
authorized by statute, was not 
sanctioned in the State, the statute 
being held to be unconstitutional. 
This is not a new rule, in Nebras- 
ka, as the rulings have been con- 
sistent, and compensatory damages 
may not be increased by the addi- 
tion of an amount for the punish- 
ment of the defendant.** Enter- 
prising attorneys in Nebraska, at 
intervals, endeavor to have the 
Court reverse itself, but the deci- 


sions come out clear and concise. 
The Nebraska rule cannot be stated 
more clearly than it was an- 
nounced in 1935*° when the court 
said that “damages for torts are 
limited to compensation for injury 
actually sustained. Exemplary or 
punitive damages have never been 
recoverable in any action in the 
courts of Nebraska.” 

In many states the allowance of 
nominal damages will be sufficient 
to support a verdict of a large 
amount for exemplary or punitive 
damages™ and there are a number 
of states where such damages may 
be awarded if no actual damages 
are found or allowed.” Some few 
courts attempt to control the 
amount of damages if a verdict is 
deemed to be excessive, or appears 
to have been the result of passion 
or prejudice. 

In the usual tort case it may be 
difficult to determine whether any 
portion of a verdict is for exem- 
plary or punitive damages. That 
would not be true, however, of 
actions for alienation of affections, 
simple assault cases, where no 
physical injury resulted, or in 
cases involving the invasion of a 
person’s privacy where no special 
damage was proved. Whether the 
jury should be specifically in- 
structed or a special verdict pre- 
pared would depend upon the prac- 
tice in the particular jurisdiction. 

Some courts have held that it is 
anomalous, unfair and illogical to 
allow a plaintiff to recover not 
only all the loss he has sustained 
but also an additional amount in 
the way of a substantial fine which 
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society imposes on the offender to 

protect its peculiar interests.” 

It is submitted that the rule in 
Nebraska is an eminently fair one, 
and that it should be retained. 
There seems to be little reason for 
other states retaining the opposite 
rule. If the reasons for awarding 
exemplary damages are as the 
courts have stated them, then the 
awards are no longer justified. It 
may well be a co-incidence, but 
states where there is a great back- 
log of pending litigation (Illinois 
and New York have cases pending 
five years or more before trial) 
any number of cases involving ex- 
emplary damages would only ren- 
der the obtaining of justice a 
doubtful affair for many cases that 
await their turn.

1. Qui Tam—an action brought on a 
penal statute by an informer who 
sues for the penalty both on his 
own behalf and that of the state. 
This action has been abolished.

ABA PLANS NATION-WIDE LAWYER 
PLACEMENT INFORMATION SERVICE 


The American Bar Association 
has taken the first step toward 
creating a nation-wide lawyer 
placement information service for 
ABA members. When established, 
it will be the first such na- 
tional service in the country. 

The Association said the service 
would begin operation as soon as 
space and qualified personnel could 
be provided at the American Bar 
Center. Plans are to operate the 
service on a non-fee basis for 


ABA members, and firms seeking 
lawyers. 

ABA officials pointed out that 
the placement information pro- 
gram is a new field involving 
many administrative problems, and 
that some time will be required 
to work out procedures for putting 
it into operation. Indications are 
that it might be established next 
spring. An addition to the Bar 
Center, now under construction, is 
scheduled for completion May 1.

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The service will not be an em- 
ployment bureau. It will be de- 
signed only to provide information 
about job openings for lawyers 
seeking employment, and informa- 
tion about available attorneys for 
law firms and business organiza- 
tions looking for lawyers. Neither 
employers nor employees will be 
“recommended” by the ABA. 

Creation of the service grew out 
of a successful pilot employment 
information service conducted by 
the ABA’s Junior Bar Conference 
and the American Law Student 
Association at the Association’s an- 
nual meeting in Washington, D. C., 
last August. 

Reports indicate that some 80 
lawyers seeking new locations ac- 
tually were placed during the one 
week the pilot service was in op- 
eration. Job offers came from 46 
law firms, 32 corporate law depart- 
ments, and 40 other sources, in- 
cluding U. S. government agencies. 


About half of the lawyers seek- 
ing new positions were between 
the ages of 28 and 33. Ages of the 
remaining registrants ranged from 
24 to 77 years, records show. 

Scores of letters from lawyers, 
law firms and business organiza- 
tions flooded into the ABA head- 
quarters commending the JBC and 
the ALSA for their pioneer efforts 
and urging continuation of the 
service on a permanent basis. 

The ABA Board of Governors 
has established a special commit- 
tee to supervise establishment of 
the new service. 

This new program coincides with 
our own state bar program initi- 
ated in this issue of the Journal. 
It is hoped that established law- 
yers seeking a young associate will 
study the biographical sketches of 
the 1961 law graduates of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska and Creighton 
University in seeking such an as- 
sociate. 


MEDICO-LEGAL CONFERENCES 


During the months of March and 
April the American Medical As- 
sociation will again sponsor a 
series of Medico-Legal Confer- 
ences. These are to be held in 
San Francisco March 10-11; in 
Louisville April 14-15 and in New 
York City on April 28-29. 

During the fall of 1955, the AMA 
sponsored its first series of medico- 
legal symposiums in Chicago, 
Omaha and New York City. Sim- 
ilar sessions were held during 1957 
and 1959. 

Plans are being made for an 


audience of between 350 and 460 
at each session as evenly divided 
as possible between physicians and 
attorneys. The registration fee for 
each conference will be $5 which 
will cover the cost of a luncheon 
on the second day of the confer- 
ence and also a copy of the pro- 
ceedings.
